,<red to try Charlus Leopold, better known as Dr. Leo¬
pold. on four Indictments, all (-burying biin with grand
larceuy; but when Leopold was called, the keeper of the
prisou ; reported him dead, lie wa« taken with small pox

a few day* since. and removed to tbe Penitentiary llos-
pitai, where be died, yesterday. This l)r. Leopold first be¬
came celebrated at Now Orleans, from which city be re¬
moved to New York, a few month* since. Here he an¬
nounced himself as * scientific corn curer, mounted a rich
black velvet coat, raised u huge moustache, and took board
in a large boarding -bouse in Hast Broadway. One morning
the landlady of this establishment went to market. leav¬
ing ht r fold watch. chain, &c., on the parlor chimneyplace, when she csinr hack, the watch was missing;
and a few days after. Dr. Leopold left tbe bouse, and took
hoard in Brooklyn, where oflict r Stephens, of oui' police,
and a Brooklyn officer, found him. and with hiw the East
lln adway landlady's watch. It (terns that Leopold bad
taken rooms In Brooklyn, and wus about to open a small
store for the sale of the various articles of value that lie
had acquired In one way and another. The officers say
bis room looked like a small pawnbroker s (hop, so varied
were the articles which were exposed to view Owners
were >oon found for most of the valuable*. and no less
tliun live indictment* were found by tbe (I mud Jury
against the Doctor. On one of these iudictmcnt (the theft
of the watch above tunned) be was tried and convictcd
and had been remanded to prison, to await his trial on
the other charge*, when he wus seized with the small pox,
and died. Leopold was, taken all iu all, quite a cha¬
racter in the criminal way He not only practised his
knavery with consunuitc skill, but after arrest it was
always found difficult to keep him in custody. His
tricks of escaping from the officer who had him iu cus¬
tody, became so well known, at last, that no single officer
undertook to be his custodian, in removing him from
placc to place. His career In our city was short if be
had lived, he would no doubt lnive been numbered
ainongi-t our nioft famous and cunning depredators ou
other people's property, lie was an an importation from
some Northern Mate in Europe, spoku Gertuau, but
could not converse in English.

I'Ira of (iuilty Stealing Clothing A young man, named
John Kelly, was this morning called on to answer n
charge of grand larceny, In aiding in the theft of about

worth of clothing, and other articles of value, which
were stolen from the house No. 88 Hudson street, on the
l!Oth of January last. Kelly wns impleaded with one
John McCarthy, who had already pleaded guilty to petit
larceny, and received sentence When lirst called up,
the prisoner said he had nothing to do with the theft,
but. on further consideration, he offered to plead guilty
to petit larceny. This plea was accepted, and the pri¬
soner sentenced to the penitentiary for 6 months.

Charge oj .lisault and Mattery, with Intriit to Kill. Abra¬
ham Kinn was placed at the bur, charged with assaulting
(ieorge Neldig. of 106 Riringtou street, with intent to
kill him. The ussault was alleged to haTc been commit¬
ted in January last. Mr. NciUig being culled on to tes-
tify. swore that King never assaulted him, and never at¬
tempted to kill him. So, of course, the indictment could
not be sustained. Evidence enough, however, was given
t<> show that Ncidig was only a witness, and that a man
named Bitter should have been the complainaut ; but.
in consequence of some bungling on the part of the
grand jury. tlwwTong man was made the complainant.
Under the circumstances, there was no alternative for the
jury but to find a verdict of not guilty. This thty did.
and tbe defendant was discharged.

sanre. Kalpli Pomeroy and Charles D. Hammond, were
placed on trial, charged with creating and sustaining a
nuisance, and issuing obscene handbills for the exhibition
known as the " Anatomical Museum," at No. .'*)<) Broad¬
way. Two officers of the police, attached to tbe chiefs
offl«e, were called as witnesses for the prosecution, and
proved that obscene and disgusting exhibition.! were
made at the above place; and a handbill was produced,
which was procured at the door, and which had printed
on it the form of a naked wotnun. with other device*.
One of the witnesses. Mr Reed, swore that on tbe occasion
of his visiting the premises the defendant. Hammond, was
lecturing on the subject of anatomy, using, for demon¬
strating his subject, a model of the female form, capable
of being taken apart and put together ngaiu at will.
The As-i-tant District Attorney took the staui. to prove
that Mr. I'omeroy virtually admitted to him that he was
the proprietor of the establishment.
On the part of the defence several witnesses of high

respectability were Introduced, to prove that the Mu-eum
was not calculated to exert an evil influence on the
morals of those who visited it, but would be more likelj
to have a salutary influence. Also, that it afforded a
valuable opportunity for scientific ui« i to pursue ana¬
tomical researches. The jury wen- Invited to go tip and
see for themselves, and an officer hat ing been appointed
to ac company tht m. the Court adjourned till Thursday
morning.

From the above statement it ia made to appearthat the proj>ortiou ol' deaths at the Marine lloapi-tul has been nearly three times as great as at an¬other similar establishment on Statcn Inland.While exonerating, which 1 cheerfully do (know¬ing the contemptible source whence the article ema¬
nates), the worthy and skillful physician of the
Seaman'* Retreat, whose name is associated with
my own in the above article, from all pro-knowledgeof, or participation in, so unjust and unfair a state¬
ment. 1 deem it incumbent upon me, in justice to
myselfand the mssistunts associated with me, to
correct the false impressions which are attempted to
be made upon the public mind at a moment when
important matters connected with the Marine Hos¬
pital arc under the consideration of the Legislature.in the first place, then, it will be perceives! that
different periods have been selected by the author
of the article in the Tribune, for a comparison of
mortality that of the Seaman's Retreat is calcu¬
lated for the year I860, and that of the Marine
Hospital for the month of March of the present
year. The mortality is also calculated in an
erroneous maimer. Instead of the proportion of
douths being given to the whole number treated,
the ratio is estimated ujkiii the basis of dischargesand deaths.
Apart from these considerations, however, the

result^ of treatment in the two institutions cannot
be compared with any fairness. The one, the Sea¬
man's Retreat, is a general hospital for the recep¬tion of sailor* sick of all diseases, including surgical
cas-es, and a large proportion of syphilitic cases, the
mortality of which latter should not exceed one per
cent, according to experience in foreign hospitals,and in our own City Hospital, where great numbers
aro received.
The Marine IToppital on the other hand is re¬

stricted by law to the accommodation of persons af¬
fected with contagious and infectious diseiues, mid
all casts of .¦.mull vox aiut varioluul are sent from the

" Retreat' to the "Murine Hosjiitul," tn be there treated
It is generally admitted by tnodicul men, that the

mortality in h quarantine institution deroted to
the reception of contagious diseases, and of persons
recently arrived from sea often sent on shore in a
dying state should be much greater than in any
other hospitals, except tho*e appropriated for sick
children, in which tue mortality is always heavy ;
hence, should the proportion of deaths at the (.£uu-
rantine Hospital exceed that of other institutions,
it should occasion no surprise, nor should it reflect
upon the medical treatment. But is this the case
iu reality ! and is the mortality at the Marine Hos¬
pital greater than that of other hospitals. There is
an old and true saying that .' figures will not lie,"
and it is by means ot these that I shall show that
the success of medical treatment at the Marine
Hospital, during the time that it has been under t ho
charge of the present medical officer?, null bear a fa¬
vorable comparison with that of the other large in-
utitutionu of cur city.
The New York < ity Hospital and the Bellevue

Hospital are known to be as well managed us anysimilar establishment in the country, and the medi¬
cal gentlemen connected with them deservedly oc¬
cupy tin" highest position in their profession 1 lenee

I hey are selected as proper institutions to be com¬
pared, in so far as a comparison is practicable, with
the Murine Hospital.
During the period from April, when the presentofficers were appointed, to December, l!MW, the

whole number of patients under treatment ut the
Marine Hospital was 3.215. The per centage of
deaths, including 175 deaths from cholera, was
about 15J per cent ; and tho per centage, excluding
the cholcru cases and death'1, but including (hip-fe¬
ver, (typhus.) small pox, ami all other diseases, was
less than 12 per cent ; at Bellevue Hospital tho
general mortulity, exclu ling also the deaths from
cholt ra, was a little over 12 per cent. The mortali¬
ty at t hi' City Hospital cannot be accurately com¬
pared with the mortulity at the Marine Hospital,
because of the large proportion of general and mild
diseases there treated; the numbers of syphilitic
cases, among which, as already stated, the deaths
are only about 1 per cent ; and, also, because of the
number of surgical ca>es which die within a few
hours of admission, and which it would be unfair to
iic hub in the rate of mortality. The deaths at
Bellevue and at the City Hospital aro perhupsfewer
in proportion to the number^ treated than at any
other large general hospitals. At the latUr, the
gtneral ikt centage, including sudden deaths and
coroners cases, is about i 1^, and excluding these,
only about 7 per cent. The results in particular
diseases, howe\cr, can be compared with fairness,
and the following tabic shows the mortulity at the
thicc institutions, in a disease which is the prevail¬
ing one ut the Quarantine, and more fata! even
than small po.\, viz typhus fever. The official
reports for IsW furnish the following results :.
